I^ONDON. f/P)—Germany and Italy withdrew today 
from the European neutrality committee, after bristling 
guns of German warships battered the Spanish government 
j)ort of Almeria in the first open attack in the civil war by 
a foreign power. 

Germany and Italy will refuse to attend future ses¬ 
sions of the 27-nation committee designed to localize the 
Spanish war and keep the peace of Europe, Germany dis¬ 
closed, until there are definite assurances of discontinuance 

of attack.s such as bombardment 
of the Nazi battleship Deutschland.

\ ALEN(TA. f.T)—The <ahinet 
of Spain’s republic convened 
hastily today to m<‘et the grave 
situation created by a German 
retaliatory bombardment of the 
governinent-hcld .^lediterrannan 
port of Almeria. 

At least 10 per.sons, including 
five women and a child, were 
killed, official Spanish sources de¬ 
clared. 

A hasty survey of the wreckage 
loft by the shells counted at least 
55 persons injured. 39 houses de¬ 
stroyed and eight other.s hadly 
damagerl. 

One of the buildings said to have 
been razed by the cannonading 
was the headquarters of the relief 
administration. A first aid station 
and a new.spaper office also were 
destroyed.

Four days ago he began sink¬ 
ing, and today his relapse ended 
in death. He is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Maggie Morrison, and 
a daughter, Vesta IjCo. Funeral 
services will be arranged by Brown 
and Wagner following tonight’s 
autopsy.

Morrison died at 5;45 a. m. to¬ 
day in St. Joseph's hospital, where 
he had been taken a month ago 
when ho suffered a reiap.se from 
mellanosis. the rare lii.sease which 
turned his skin from while to 
negro-black. 

Tonight specialists from all 
parts of Southern California, in¬ 
cluding the Santa Ana physician 
who diagnosed Morrison’s afflic¬ 
tion tw’o months ago. will gather 
at the Brown and W'agner mor¬ 
tuary. Dr. John J. Montanus, 
county autopsy .surgeon, will’ per¬ 
form an autop.sy on Morri.son's 
body, as specialists watch in the 
hope of learning more about the 
deailly disea.se. 

More than a month ago the vic¬ 
tim gave permission for an au¬ 
topsy in the hope that science 
might benefit by investigation of 
his ca.se.

Baaing his figures on six months’ 
commercial test operation of a 
power alcohol plant at Atchison, 
Kan., Buffum told the third Dear¬ 
born conference that manufactur¬ 
ers can pay a minimum of 1 cent 
a pound for corn, rye, wheat, bar¬ 
ley and grain sorghums. Thi.s 
would be 60 cents a bushel for 
wheat, 56 cents for corn and 48 
cents for barley. 

“For Jerusalem artichokes we 
can pay $5.25 a ton,” he .said, ’for 
sweet potatoes, $7.05 per ton, and 
for Louisiana molas.scs we can 
pay 1 cent per pound of sugar 
content.” 

Buffum said he had been in¬ 
formed that the average price of 
com in Nebraska for 65 years has 
been 42 cents a bushel, or 14 cents 
a bushel less than the mmimum 
price for corn going into power 
alcohol.

VOTERS 

County Cleric Secures 
Opinion on Yorba- 
Rlchtield Case 

Rights of voters in the portions 
of Richfield and Yorba school dis¬ 
tricts which had boundaries 
changed by the board of super¬ 
visors were outlined in an opinion 
just received by County Clerk J. 
M. Backs.

I Harrison, attorney for the state 
association of county clerks, to 
clear up confusion regarding where 
the residents would vote in order 
to have things cleared up before 
the genera! school district election 
June 4. 

Harrison said that under sec¬ 
tions of the school code the voters 
will vote in their old respective 
districts at the June 4 election as 
though no change had been ef¬ 
fected. 

Prior to Dec. 29, 1936, the Rich¬ 
field and Yorba .school district 
were in tlie Placentia Unified 
school district and the Valencia 
High .school district. 

On that date the board of su¬ 
pervisors changed boundaries, put¬ 
ting portions of the Richfield dis¬ 
trict and the entire Yorba district 
in the Yorba Linda district and 
the Fullerton Union High school 
district. 

The changes do not become ef¬ 
fective until July 1, 1937. except

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This Thins Called Progress 

P ROGRESS is moving ahead on two great highways 
in these spectacular modern days. One is the road of 
science. The other the path of social development.

We Must All Paddle Together 

I T’S HIGH TIME for Santa Ana city council represen¬ 
tatives and those from the north section of the county 
to drop their endless bickering and get together on a 
sensible plan for the construction of a joint outfall sewer. 
The public is getting pretty tired of this long-drawn-out 
inability to agree on whether the pipe should be of con¬ 
crete or vitrified material. 

The Journal does not know which is the best mate¬ 
rial. We are not recommending either one over the other. 
But we do know that it is the duty of our councilmen, as 
well as those from the neighboring communities, to de¬ 
cide promptly on something constructive and get to work 
instead of procrastinating and quarreling as they have 
for these past months. 

Perhaps a sensible compromise is the best way out 
of this undesirable situation and should be adopted for 
the sake of county harmony and intelligent action. 

This definite compromise proposal comes from the 
Anaheim Bulletin: 

The facts that Santa Ana is responsible for approximately 
45 per cent of the outfall co.st, and that the remaining 55 per 
cent is divided among the other members and contributing cities 
ought to suggest a compromise basis for the controversy over 
rebuilding this project. 

Santa Ana wants the sewer line repaired or rebuilt with con¬ 
crete cement pipe; the other cities demand that work be done 
with vitrified pipe, claiming that the present line is of cement 
and that it has not stood up. 

As a basis of a compromise proposal, why not allot to Santa 
Ana 45 per cent of the project. Let that city replace with con¬ 
crete cement, if it wi.shes, and let it maintain the section it is re¬ 
sponsible for. No doubt the county seat city would be willing 
to enter into a legal contract to assume its ju.st share of the 
construction and maintenance cost. 

Then let the other cities as.sume respon.sibility for the remain¬ 
der of the line. They could put in the vitrified pipe which their 
engineers advise, and in the future their maintenance costs 
would be relatively lower than that of .Santa Ana, if available 
data is correct. When Santa Ana would be levying taxes for 
upkeep the rest of the county would be free of such burden. 

At present there seems to be no prospect of bringing the 
county seat into an agreement on vitrified pipe, and the other 
cities are unwilling to put in material which they feel will be 
unsatisfactory. 

The plan suggested here would avoid consideration of the 
two types of materials on their merits. That has been impos¬ 
sible in previous attempts, and it seems to hold no favorable 
prospects for the future. 

This plan may not be the best compromise obtain¬ 
able. If may not even be advisable. j 

But it does illustrate the point that a compromise is 
possible which holds fairness for both sides. 

Orange county cannot afford to split itself apart 
through senseless and stubborn internal quarrels. 

Santa Ana and its sister cities are all traveling in 
the same canoe toward the same goal. We must paddle 
together in the same direction—not in opposite direc- 
tions-Lif we hope to get to that goal.

Orange county will charter her 
xvay to a moriel government within 
the next two years, if Supervi.sor 
X. E, West ha.s anything to .say 
about it. 

West, the I^aguna Beach .super¬ 
vi.sor, pointed out that Orange 
county could have the model gov¬ 
ernment of the United States if 
she would adopt the charter sys¬ 
tem of government. This would 
mean that the county would he 
hound together under one group of 
officials, to he known as super¬ 
visors. or commissioners. 

West pointed out that Orange 
county, hecause it is clo.sely knit, 
and every part of it within a few 
minutes’ drive of the central seat 
of government, is an ideal location 
for the charter type of control. 
T.’nder a charter there would he a 
consolidation of all hureaus and 
tax-fixing bodies into one board 
of five or .seven men. 

Ta.x Situation 

This would mean that the jieople 
would know to whom they were 
paying taxes, and for what. It 
would eliminate hidden taxes, and 
a flock of petty taxes now levied 
liy the more than 100 tax levying 
bodies in this region, and con.soli- 
date and reduce the aggregate tax 
on any given piece of property, he 
said. 

"We need the power tn this 
county centralized in a board of 
from five to .seven men who wili 
he the policy-making, ordinance- 
passing, budget-fixing and tax- 
levying body for the whole coun¬ 
ty," West continued, 

"The-e are too many taxes to¬ 
day, levied by too many tax-levy¬ 
ing bodies. The repetition of the.se 
small taxes is what breaks the 
ta,xpayer. He does not see how 
much of his tax bill goes for roads, 
how much for schools, how much 
for police. He pays the total bill 
and It is the total of that hill that 
he is interested in. 

Close To I'eople 

This charter type of government | 
concentrates power in the hands, 
of relatively few peojde, but. these 
f(w people are clo.se to the people. 
They make a body of a few men 
that can be watched, and the re¬ 
action of public oiiinion felt quick¬ 
er than it is now." 

This charter should come to 
Orange county within the next 
two years, and will come to the 
attention of the people more than ' 
ever in the next electirm, he indi¬ 
cated. 

"As early as 19.1,5 the Orange i 
County Farm bureau came out as 
flatly favoring the charter type of 
government for this region. It 
pointed out that there are more I 
than 250 agencies of government' 
in the county, and that a con.soli- I 
dation of these groups would effect ; 
a real saving in the ta.x bill of the | 
people. The bureau also pointed 
nut that there are more than 100 
tax-levying bodies in the county. 

Ideal Conditloii 

"Orange county is in an ideai 
position to organize a model gov¬ 
ernment," We.st continued. "The 
county is small and the govern¬ 
mental functions could be consol- 
Iriated to great advantage. The 
people here are of the highest, 
class in the nation. The farmers 
are the most active and well-' 
Informed group of farmers in the 
nation in regaril to economics and , 
government. With a charter to! 
centralize power so that the need¬ 
ed changes could be maile, Orange | 
county can have a model govern- | 
ment, a model for the rest of the | 
United States.

Santa Ana's dream for a new and 
adequate city library will undoubt¬ 
edly be realized sometime in tha 
next decade. That’s the opinion of 
Miss Ethel Walker, city librarian. 
She believes a modem library 
structure is one of the most need¬ 
ed buildings for the growth of 
Santa Ana. 

The present structure was erect¬ 
ed in 1903 with the aid’of a grant 
of $15,000 by the Carnegie Founda¬ 
tion for libraries. Today the city 
is four years beyond the maximum 
time anticipated for the expansion 
of the structure to correspond with 
the increasing population and needs 
of the reading public. 

When the library was built it 
was expected that Santa Ana 
would have a new library to move 
into in 1933, but it still is waiting 
to enlarge its facilities. The time 
tor the building of a new library 
probably will arrive in another 10 
years. A plant with floor space of 
100,000 square feet as compare 
with the present 4800 square feet 
should be in store for the readers 
of Santa Ana. 

Seating Capacity 

Seating capacity of a new li¬ 
brary would number from 125 to 
150 persons, tripling the capacity 
of the present obsolete structure. 
The reference rooms in the base¬ 
ment of the library have inade¬ 
quate facilities for the number of 
reference books. The children’s li¬ 
brary, which is situated a half 
block from the main site, has cost 
the city $5000 in rental for the 
past four years. ' Improvement of 
these situations may be expected 
with the advent of a new library 
for Santa Ana.

INDUSTRIAL FUTURE FOR 
SANTA ANA FORECAST 


Hale Paxton Says Decentralization Trend Will Aid 
This City in Attracting New 
Manufacturing Business 


s h o u 1 d be 
I boosted about 10,000 to 15,000 in 
I this span of 10 years if it con¬ 
tinues to grow in the ]eap.s and 
bound.s of the past several years. 
Mi.ss Walker said. The present reg¬ 
istration of persons using the li¬ 
brary facilities numbers approxi¬ 
mately 15,000. 

Circulation Growth 

During the 1935-36 period, a 
total of 336,137 books and bound 
volumes of magazines were circu¬ 
lated from the library counter. 
This figure is almost 15 times 
I greater than the circulation in 
1 1903-04 period, which numbered 
I 26,034. With an expected increase 
I in the registration of the library 
in 10 years, the circulation of books 
j should break over the million mark 
j during the period. 

I Book circulation has increased 
, 37 per cent in the United States 
I since the depression period of 1929- 
j 33. This increased reading was 
I caused by the excess of leisure 
I time by persons who found little 
I employment. Hard it would be to 
say whether the reading trend will 
continue in this skyrocketing man¬ 
ner because with better times just 
around the corner time for good 
and educational reading may slump 
off considerably. 

In the .same way the libraries 
throughout tlie country have no¬ 
ticed a general trend toward the 
reading of better books. Fiction 
lists still top them all and promise 
to continue to lead. 

Rapid Turnover 

The hop which reading has taken 
since the depression caused the 
local library to discard more books 
last year than it bought. This may 
in the end cause a greater buying 
of books to offset the discarding 
of old and worn out books. 

Approximately 55,000 books and 
bound volumes of magazines are 
listed among the assets of the city 
library, Miss Walker explained^ 
This number will increase. 

Types of books in the future pre¬ 
sent an equally difficult problem. 
Whether there will be a prize win¬ 
ning novel like Margaret Mitchell’s 
"Gone With the Wind" or a super¬ 
novel like "An American Doctor’s 
Odyssey” by Victor Heiser to grace 
Ihe book shelves in another decade 
is as problematical as the fore- 
ging suggestions. 

While visioning the future of the 
Santa Ana free public library. Miss 
Walker hopes that in the decade 
to come the library stock of books 
will be newer and more attractive 
in appearance so that the users of 
the volumes will be conscious of 
their value. 

With the population of this city 
increasing every year, the popula¬ 
tion of Santa Ana in 1947 may 
amount to 53,000 persons. An ap¬ 
proximate increase in the number 
of volumes by 1946, added to the 
53,185 now in stock, would give 
the library a total of some 68.000. 


I "The prc.scnt tendency of in- 
■ dustry to decentralize is a factor 
I that should i.id Santa Ana in be- 
I coming an industrial center in the 
I near future," Hale Paxton, chair- 
[ man of the Santa Ana Chamber 
I of Commerce committee on in- 
j dustrics, .said today. 

"There are wonderful possibili¬ 
ties for Santa Ana along indus¬ 
trial lines, and decentralization of 
i industry will help her grow to the 
place she should have in the in¬ 
dustrial sun." 

“Santa Ana .should be a natural 
center for many lines of aviation 
equipment,” Paxton pointed out. "I 
sincerely believe that the aviation 
center of the United Slates will 
soon be on our Pacific coast, if 
it is not already, and Santa Ana 
should bo able to come in for her 
share of the.se ’clean’ industries.” 

No Drawbacks 

Aviation is one industry that is 
not materially handicapped by the 
differentiation in freight rates, 
which has at times been detri¬ 
mental to Santa Ana, he .said. 
Aviation has come, and will come 
more to the Pacific coast, and it 
should come to the regions around 
Santa Ana. 

Explaining that by “clean” in¬ 
dustries he means ones that have 
no objectionable features relative 
to bad aroma and smoke, Paxton 
went on to say that some com¬ 
munities have been known to re- j 
ject industries because of these 
features. 

"I .should like to see industries 
that employ a high type of labor I 
center here," Paxton continued. ^ 
"By this I mean automobile a.s- 
sembly plants, tire manufacturing 
and battery manufacturing plants. 
These are all clean plants in the j 
■sense we are using the word, and ' 
they all employ a high class of i 
skilled or semi-skilled labor. The I 
present trend toward decentraliz-1 
ation of industry will help this re-! 
gion in becoming an industrial | 
center. [ 

Concessions Needed 

"The only thing that can pos¬ 
sibly hold Santa Ana back is that 
her people are not 'industry con¬ 
scious.’ There is complete ignor¬ 
ance on the part of the average 


Santa Anan as to the role he 
should play in trying to bring 
new industries here. 

"He must attract industry by 
making definite concessions. By 
this I mean that the city may 
make an outright gift of a factory 
site, or any one of a dozen other 
means of getting a good industry 
to open and operate a sound plant 
here. 

"The gift of land to a good in¬ 
dustry is a good investment that 
brings good returns. Not only is 
there a large payroll, but we have 
found that for every dollar in pay¬ 
roll that we spend, we also spend 
50 cents in the community in 
which we operate. That is, the 
Food Machinery corporation, with 
a payroll of more than $250,000 
annually, spends another $125,000 
in the city of Santa Ana. 

Benefits Analyzed 

"Translated into terms of profit 
margin this means that the mer¬ 
chants of Santa Ana make a net 
profit of $25,000 to $30,000 every 
year from our payroll. They make 
a net profit of another $12,500 on 
our other normal expenditures 
here. These figures are computed 
on the basis that a merchant 
makes, and is entitled to, a 10 per 
cent profit on a business trans¬ 
action. 

"Santa Ana is in a very favor¬ 
able position as far as transpor¬ 
tation facilities are concerned. 
With two main line freight con¬ 
nections, and sufficient trucking 
there is an adequate supply of 
transportation for any industries 
that might wish to locate here. 

"I look to the day when Santa 
Ana will have a commercial ocean 
port of its own. When that day 
comes her future as an industrial 
center will be assured.”

The modification of the various 
elements was expected to have 
further practical applications in 
medicine.

The radioactive principle will be 
of great assistance not only In 
medicine, Dr. Tate said, but also 
in agricultural biochemistry, plant 
genetics, zoology. parasitology 
and biophysics.

Trends In Agriculture 
Told By Assistant j

A review of the agricultural 
census for the past 16 years shows ; 
a decrease in the acreage of field 
crops and an increase in the acre¬ 
age of truck and orchard crops. 
The greatest increase in truck crop 
acreage has taken place in the 
last six years, during which period 
the acreage was more than dou¬ 
bled. ; 

It is probable that the acreage 
in truck crops will continue to 
slowly increase. Being in close 
proximity to a large consuming 
market there will continue to be 
a growing demand for the.se com¬ 
modities. 

There has been a decrease of 
approximately 30 per cent in the 
acreage of field crops in the last 
16 years. Most of this decrea.se 
l.s accounted for in the decrease in 
acreage of cereal crops. Under the 
stimulus of high prices, side hill 
land was broken up and planted 
to grain. 

Soil Erosion 

Factors responsible for the re- j 
moval of this land from cultivation 
were production costs and soil ero¬ 
sion. With lower grain prices pre¬ 
vailing of recent years, 1936 being 
an exception, side hill land could 
not be farmed profitably to grain, 
except at higher price levels. Soil > 
erosion was also a serious prob¬ 
lem on cultivated side hills. It, 
could not be checked in a practical 
manner on the steeper slopes by [ 
any other means than by taking 
the land out of cultivation an^l re¬ 
turning it to pasture and range 
land. 

Blackeye beans rotated with i 
grain make a very favorable crop ' 
rotation program on the dry, 
farmed land. Unless an additional 
supply of water is made available 
for the dry farmed area, the type • 
of crops and acreage is not likely 
to vary a groat deal from year to 
year. 

Crop Changes 

If water becomes available for i 
irrigation purposes at a reason- ' 
able cost, the type of farming and ' 
crops in this area will change a ' 
great deal. Crops most likely to ! 
replace the blackeyes and grain in * 
that event would be citrus, lima' 
beans and truck crops. |

of the society predicts that houses in the future will be built with flat roofs—to accommodate pools. 


in the western part of the county 
and gradual leaching out of the 
alkali has resulted in a marked 
change in the type of farming 
there. Land formerly used for pas¬ 
ture is now producing cropu of 
alfalfa,, lima beans, sugar beets 
and grain hay. This improvement 
in crop production can be expected 
to continue as irrigation and the 
addition of organic matter will 
tend to lessen the alkali concen¬ 
tration. As this occurs improved 
crop yields will follow, with a more 
intensive farming taking place. 

.Alfalfa Increase 

It is probable that alfalfa acre-' 
age will tend to increa.se as there 
W’ill be a ready market for this 
commodity as a .source of green ; 
feed for the dairies. This crop fits 
in well w’ith a truck crop or sugaf- 
beet rotation program and. be¬ 
cause of the local need for alfalfa 
as a feed for dairy animals, a 
rearly market will exist. 

The acreage of lima beans and 
sugar beets will fluctuate from 
year to year, dependent upon the 
current price outlook. Both crops 
arc important in the agricultural | 
program of the county and tend 
to supplement each other in the 
farming operation. 

As the natural fertility of the 
soil decreases with the continued • 
cropping to one crop, the need of 
crop rotation will become more 
Imperative on the laml <jevoted to 
field crops and truck crops. Like¬ 
wise the continued growing of the 
same crop on the lanrl tends to 
permit the building up of virus 
diseases and insect pests charac¬ 
teristic of that crop. 


ATOM GROWS IF CRIME DECLINES 
IT'S SQUEEZED IN ENGLAND 


CINCINNATI, Ohio.—Hardness 
of drinking water, latitude and 
nearness to mining regions have 
an effect on tooth decay, accord¬ 
ing to the theory of Dr. Clarence 
A. Mills of the University of Cin¬ 
cinnati. 

The decreased amount of ultra¬ 
violet rays in the north causes 
roughly more decayed teeth per 
100 children for each added degree 
of latitude. The only exception, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Mills, is the north¬ 
ern plains section where the sun¬ 
light is more plentiful than in 
other northern regions of the 
United States. 

Hard water seems to prevent 
decay. Dr. Mills found almost 30 
per cent more decayed teeth 
; among the children of cities using 
I river and lake water than among 
I tho.se using water from wells or 
' springs. TTie reason for this is 
the degree of hardness of the 
! water. 

Dr. Mills discovered a high car¬ 
ies (tooth decay) rate in mining 
regions. He blames sulfuric acid 
which seeps from the mines into 
the drinking water sources. It is 
thought the acid liberates calcium 
from the teeth.

NEW YORK.—Children's noses 
lose width during several years of 
growth, claims Dr. M. S. Gold¬ 
stein of New York university. 

After measuring the width of 
the bridge of the nose on 50 boys 
over a period of several years. Dr. 
Goldstein came out with the fol¬ 
lowing announcement: 

"At all levels the widths con¬ 
sistently diminish between three 
and 17 or 19 years. 

"It is believed that this indicates 
not a real decrease in the width 
of the bridge, but rather a con¬ 
sequence of its ’ncreasing height. 
At about 19 years the widths be¬ 
gin to increase, probably a sign 
that the height of the nose has 
reached its maximum growth. 

"An old age group manifests a 
broader nasal bridge."

Sodium vapor is naturally non¬ 
glare and no special construction 
has to be used. They are aiso ex¬ 
cellent in penetrating fog, doing 
this job better than a.ny other tv-pe 
yet developed. 

Xo -More Speed 

Sodium vapor light.? ai-e in 
nightly use on the San Francisco- 
Oakland bay bridge and the Gold¬ 
en Gate bridge. Experiments have 
proved that they are very good for 
the foggy conditions prevailing in 
the bay region. In addition to 
this they are very economical to 
operate. 

Speed limits will not go any 
higher, in Beard's oplrJon. 

“If anv-thing.” he said, “there 
will be more definite and very 
strict limitations on speed laws " 

The present tendency to avoid 
al. congested areas on major 
routes will be further carried out. 
Alternate high-x-ays will be pro¬ 
vided through all the major pop¬ 
ulation centers. There also will 
be alternates through some towrs. 
very- much like Ma.-.chestcr boule¬ 
vard is to Anaheim. Beard loo'xs 
for decided opposition from Santa 
Ana when the state offers an al¬ 
ternate through this city.

“Ten years from now the roads 
of this county and state will be a 
lot better than they are now-,’’ 
A, A. Beard, county road superin- 
! tendent, said in an interview with 
The Journal today. “They will be 
built with an eye to saving liv-es. 

“I look for all major highways 
to be divided in the center,’’ Beard 
continued, “with two lanes on 
either side of the division strip." 

The cost of a road divided in the 
center is no more than that of an 
ordinary four-lame highway. The 
only additional expense that could 
be- incurred in constructing a read 
of this type is for the additional 
right-of-way that it would take 
up. 

Would Stop Collisions 

Beard pointed out the adv-an- 
tages of a divided road as elimi¬ 
nating head-on collisions, and cut¬ 
ting in on automobiles to avoid 
co'ilisions with oncoming cars. 
This would undoubtedly reduce 
the automohUe death toll, he 
thinks. 

The materials used for cor.struc- 
tion will not differ in any great 
respect. Cement, reL-Torced with 
steel and asphalt, probably will 
still be the best things k.nown for 
road building. Cement has proven 
itself as a-n extremely satisfactory- 
material for use in highway con- 
stnictlon. 

There may be. Beard mdlcated. 
seme improvement in the method 
of Ikying the concrete and asphalt 
to make it safer and more durable, 
but they will still be the major 
material’s used in this line of 
work. 

Wider Highways 

County- roads, he said probably- 
will change from one and two 
lanes, as they are at present, to 
three lanes. These three-lane high- 
way-s. Beard pointed out, are not 
as dangerous as they- are generally- 
thought to be. Many- people have 
the erroneous idea that most acci- 
dvr.ts happen on three-la.-.e roads, 
but in reality they are far safer 
than either two-lane or four-lane 
highways. B-^ard contends. The 
basis of computing this is vehicle 
miles per accident. The three-lane 
road is safer t.han any type now- 
used e.xtensively. said Beard. The 
only better type is the roa,l with 
divided center, as previously- noted. 

Roads of the future will be as 
straight and level as possible. 
Beard said. This does not m.ean 
that the present roads will be 
scrapped and new rights-of-way- 
purchased to take care of the 
straightening, but that the roads 
that are in use today will be use-l. 
developed and improved to make 
them safer for travel. 

“There is too much investment 
in present roads to warrant scrap¬ 
ping them and starting from 
scratch again." Beard explained. 

Grade Separations 

The federal government’s part 
in trying to eliminate gfrade cross¬ 
ings will be extended and enlarged, 
Beard believ-es. 

“This is a step in the right 
direction to reduce the awful death 
tell of modem automobiles.” he 
said. 

There will be more grade sep¬ 
aration* made every year. Not 
only will this be done at railroad 
crosainga, where the death toU has 
been staggering, but It will also 
take place at intersections w-hlch 
have enough traffic to naake them 
dangerous for cross travel. 

Beard pointed out that overhead

“It is not the m.edical professicr. 
that needs changm.g, but the pub¬ 
lic. What is needed in this coun¬ 
try Is the cultivation of an ar.s- 
tocracy—the only kind of aris¬ 
tocracy that can exist in the Unit¬ 
ed States—one of an enlightened 
public opinion." 

Span Increased 

The average longevity at pres¬ 
ent, Dr. Haggard pointed out, is 
60 in comparison to 30 years of 
age 100 years ago. The principal 
m.edical problem, of the present 
time, he said, lies in the fact when 
one di-sease is solved another takes 
its place. He expressed optimism, 
ho'.vever. that cventualiy, this 
“endless trcad.-niir’ w-Ul be termi¬ 
nated. 

Reiterating this can be done 
only through public support the 
disting-uished Yale scientist and 
author, estimated there are at 
least 500.000 “ir.telligent, active 
social lea-Jers m the country today 
who are willing to cooperate in 
joining in the humane effort to 
further the progress of medicine.”

U.S. Army Is Developing NewCOSMIC RAY IS 

Guns to Combat Tanks ANALYZED 


WASHINGTON. (A>)--The field 
artillery i.s developing a .semi-auto¬ 
matic anti-tank gun designed to 
pierce five-inch armor plate, it was 
learned. 

Nearly .$100,000 ha.s gone into 
experiments on this and an elec¬ 
trically controlled anti-aircraft 
gun recently perfected. 

Officers said existing anti-tank 
ordinance is demonstrably defi¬ 
cient. 

The ..'iO-caliber machine gun 
lacks penetrating power, except at 
short range, while the .'IT-milli- 
meter cannon is too cumbersome 
for .sustained fire on a moving 
target, according to army experts. 

New Gun in Spain 

Objective, the officers .said, is 
the perfection of a mobile gun 
mount permitting constant fire on 
a tank moving up to 50 miles an 
hour. The problem has been 
solved on the anti-aircraft gun, 
they declared. 


Reports from the Spanish red 
front disclose a friendly foreign 
power ha.s in action there an anti¬ 
tank cannon firing one-pound 
shells in bursts of 100 rounds a 
minute. 

The army intelligence division 
has not discovered whether this 
gun is of French, Ru.s.sian or 
Czocho.slovakian design, but re¬ 
cords its performance as a major 
phenomenon of the Spanish civil 
war. 

Shells Weigh 2 Pounds 

The field artillery’s experiments 
reportedly have encompassed 
shells weighing up to two pounds. 
The shells are miniature copies of 
the 2000-pound projectile fired by 
the 16-inch naval guns. 

Officers said the functions of 
the experimental anti-tank and 
the naval shells are parallel, each 
having a superhardened no.se for 
penetration a n d an explosive 
"belly" charged to work destruc¬ 
tion within the enemy fortress.

Great Britain, France 
Embark on Gigantic 
Air Programs 

LONDON. ta»)—Great Britain 
and France have embarked on a 
joint armament race to back up 
the Allied might of the British 
fleet and the French army with at 
least 3,000 additional fighting 
planes in the next twelve months. 

France announced she will build 
1,500 planes during 1937 to re¬ 
inforce the 3,000 to 4,000 first-line 
fighting craft she already pos¬ 
sesses. 

How many planes Great Britain 
will build has not been told, but it 
is estimated that 1.750 were deliv¬ 
ered in the last fiscal year—just 
the start of the drive to have 2,- 
600 first-line planes in the air by 
the spring of 1939. 

Intensive Drive Is On 

To Britain, April 1 was memor¬ 
able as the start of a fiscal year 
which will break all peace-time 
records for military expenditure 
on aircraft and the close of the 
first two years of the intensive 
drive to meet a rearming Germany 
in the air as well as on land and 
sea. 

The air ministry announced the 
British air strength stood at 1,- 
778 first-line planes in actual 
service; 1,280 for home defense; 
278 stationed overseas; and 220 
assigned to the fleet. 

In France all factories making 
war material have become the 
property of the state, taken over 
under the broad nationalization 
program destined, in main, to keep 
the French air force the most pow¬ 
erful in the world. 

Navy, Army Powerful 

The British and French defense 
experts, observers pointed out, 
have at their disposal the British 
navy and the French army—each 
the most powerful in western 
Europe. 

Great Britain and France are 
firmly committed to resist "un¬ 
provoked aggression" and the cor¬ 
dial Anglo-French cooperation has 
been the most significant develop¬ 
ment in Europe during the past 
few months.

108 !Miles of Tuiincls 

Included in the 392 miles of 
water supply lines are 108 miles 
of hard-rock tunnels, of which 
more than 103 miles already have 
been excavated. Work is still in 
progress on the spectacular 13- 
mile San Jacinto tunnel, where 
4*2 niiles of difficult tunneling op¬ 
erations remain to bo done. 

Where the aqueduct cro.sses 
comparatively smooth desert areas 
it frequently takes the form of 
r.oncretc-line'l canals. These canals 
total 63 miles in length, and all 
have been completed. Aqueduct 
canal sections are 55 feet wdde at 
the top, 20 feet wdde at the bot¬ 
tom, and 12 feet deep. 

In crossing the many depres¬ 
sions. ravines, and small canyons 
encountered along its route, the 
aqueduct takes the form of in¬ 
verted siphons. There are 148 of 
these structures and 136 have been 
completed. 

Other Features 

Other main featurc^s of the aque¬ 
duct project include Parker dam, 
five pumping plants that will lift 
the water 1,617 feet in crossing 
mountain barriers. 55 miles of cov- 
ore<l concrete conduit, Cajalco res¬ 
ervoir. several smaller reservoirs,

^ growers, and in particular to the 
I citrus men, the Carlsbad Bat 
' Guano special mixtures, which are 
^ based with the bat guano that 
comes direct from the historic and 
fascinating Carlsbad caves in New 
; Mexico. In keeping with these 
special commercial mixtures, Co¬ 
gan and White have placed several 
thousand tons of high-analysis 
steer manure throughout the 
Southern California citrus groves. 

; and from incoming orders received 
i to date anticipate a big year in the 
' sale of high-grade steer manures. 

Bean Pool 

Shortly after its inception in 
I February. 1936, Cogan and W'hite. 

I who specialize in marketing, began 
j the organizing of a county-wide 
I Bean Growers’ Cooperative, which 
took definite shape in the early 
summer in the form of the Orange 
county blackeye bean pool, con¬ 
trolled and managed by the grow¬ 
ers themselves, who elected a 
group of three trustees to repre¬ 
sent them, with Cogan and WTilte 
acting in the capacity of exclusive 
sales agents. 

With a short crop year, over 25.- 
000 bags of blackeye beans grown 
chiefly on the Irvine.

In order to make an intelligent 
prediction as to what position the 
Metropolitan Water district will 
hold in the progress of Orange 
county in the next 10 years it re¬ 
quires a backward look of at 
least 50 years. 

At that time water in abundance 
flowed from natural springs and 
drilled wells over that portion of 
the valley southwest of Buena 
Park, Anaheim, Santa Ana and 
Tustin to the ocean. 

In many cases the problem of 
the agriculturalist was to get rid 
of excess surface water which was 
a nuisance to him. In doing so. 
numerous drainage districts were 
oiganized for the purpo.se of con¬ 
structing ditches to carry this un¬ 
needed water to the sea. 

More Wafer Needed 
At the beginning of the citrus 
era In the county it was discov¬ 
ered that the average rainfall of 
15 inches had to be supplemented 
by a supply from some othei 
source in order to assure the pro¬ 
duction of profitable crops. 

To secure this relief, resort was 
made, in the first Instance, by 
drilling and securing supplemented 
water from flowing wells based in 
the natural underground reservoir. 
Soon the supply from these wells 
began to decline and finally to dis¬ 
appear entirely. At this time, 
about 1890, resort was taken to

Below Sea Level 

The best evidence of this fact 
probably Is the record kept of 
water levels In the Neff well two 
miles south of Anaheim, in the 
center of the basin in question. 
This shows that 50 years ago 
water stood at that point, 125 feet 
above sea level. Last year the 
pumps in this well drew water 
from a depth of two feet below 
sea level. 

That is the story of water in this 
valley. Some very worthy and 
successful efforts have been made 
to check the waste of water into 
the ocean and all such efforts 
should be encouraged. Some areas 
of very limited extent are per¬ 
haps assured of sufficient water 
for their needs, but by and large, 
over the whole county, regardless! 
of any steps which can be taken 
to utilize all of our pre.sent 
sources, a supplemental supply is 
going to be needed. The average 
annual rainfall is sufficient only 
foi annual crops. !

Instead of Conventional Seats; Fenders 
And Running Boards to Vanish 


School Head Reveals 
Tendencies Which 
Affect Future

“A home on wheels" is wnat the 
automobile of tomorrow will really 
be like. 

Automobile dealers in this vicin¬ 
ity look for a complete revision of 
design and motor location in the 
next few years. They feel that 
fenders and running boards will be 
I eliminated entirely, thus increas¬ 
ing the width of the car's body, 
jet making it no wider over-all. 

The driver will sit farther for¬ 
ward, possibly over the power 
plant. Many cars of the future will 
have their motors in the rear, thus 
eliminating the drive shaft. There 
will be an increase in the line of 
vision of the driver, as well as 
more comfortable riding equip¬ 
ment. 

Some of the cars may be Just 
one big compartment, with chairs 
placed around the inside of an 
insulated steel body, instead of 
having seats as Is the custom 
now. 

Lighter and Stronger 
Room for all kinds of luggage 
will be provided, and it may be 
that some cars of tomorrow will 
combine all the features now 
found in a trailer in a one-unit 
vehicle. This would mean that the 
car would be adapted to sleeping, 
eating, cooking and probably 
everything that is found in the 
modem home. 

The car will be lighter, but 
stronger. The development of new 
types of steel alloys to use for 
frames will help this along. 

The car of today is a land 
animal, but the car of tomorrow 
will be an amphibian as well as a 
bird. It will be able to travel 
over sand as well as roads, it 
will be able to float and travel 
over, and po.ssibly under, water. 
All this in addition to flying. Car.s 
that literally “sprout” wings have 
been developed, and airplan''3 with 
{ wings that can be folded .ip so the 
I vehicle can travel city streets arc 
I now in opr ret'on, .so the.so predic¬ 
tions may i be far off. There 
won’t be a I on earth that the 
automobile won't be able to travel. 

Tear-Drop Design 
In design it will probably be 
tear-drop. The trend today is to 
complete streamlining, and the 
tear-drop type is very popular 
with many automobile manufac-, 
turers. A few autos like this have j 
been built, radically streamlined; 
with the motors in the rear. This j 
places the driver right over the I 
front wheels with an extremely 
wide range of ■vision. i 

Mechanically it Is hard to say ^ 
what the future of the automobile 
will be. Parts of the motor will , 
be made to operate longer at 
higher speeds. The whole idea in 
mechanical devcIopm.cn t wdll be i 
with an eye peeled towards com¬ 
fort and economy. 

Some autos may be powered by 
Deisel engines, and some may 
even be run on electricity, but gas 
combustion engines will probably 
still be u.sed in the majority. 

Three-Wheel Tv|,e 
A three-wheeled automobile may 
be a common sight on the roads 
of the future. Automobile Topics, 
a national automobile dealers' 
magazine says of a new thre<‘- 
wheeled “Alromobile” that is be¬ 
ing made now: "The car ... is 
designed to have a four-cylinder 
horizontal-opposed engine of 60 
horsepower mounted ahead of the 
front wheels, which both drive and 
steer, so making the single back 
wheel a mere trailer. The power 
plant design is but 'iO inches from 
front to back, thus permitting con¬ 
centration of the entire power 


plant above and in front of the 
axle. This concentration of weight 
is expected to insure excellent 
roadability. 

"The frame Is tubular steel with 
welded Joints, the body shell com¬ 
pletely streamlined and rubber 
mounted.” 

Rubber and steel will be used 
throughout all the cars of the 
future. They will have steel for 
strength, nrbber for silence.. To¬ 
day they are both used extensively 
in the manufacture of automo¬ 
biles, but their adaptability will be 
even further advanced. 

Some safety measures that may 
be adopted by more cars In the 
future are the placing of the in¬ 
strument panel above the level 
of the passenger’s knee.s, recessed 
knobs and levers all around the 
car, seat tops tufted and rolled 
to soften bumps. 

Some of the new mechanical 
feature.s that may be adopted by 
more cars are a self-bracing frame 
built on the principle used in 
cantilever bridges, steel tops, 
vacuum spark control, water tem¬ 
perature control, ventilated clutch, 
fcir filter, oil filter, and high com¬ 
pression heads, to mention only a 
few. 

Safety glass will probably be 
stanilard equipment on all cars of 
the future. | 

Speed will not go much higher I 
until roads are perfected enough I 
to warrant faster travel. The car 1 
will go fast enough, but it is not I 
safe, on the ground, .so they will ' 
take to the air. j 

Who can tell, maybe the car of ' 
tomorrow will be a flying home [ 
on wheels;

Lewis E. Lawes, warden of Sing 
Sing prison for the past 18 years 
believes that the National Scout 
Jamboree to be held at Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., June 30 to July 9, 
provides an unusual opportunity 
for Americans "to perform a con¬ 
structive service for our future 
manhood,” said Scout Executive 
Harrison White of Santa Ana, to¬ 
day. 

The Jamboree games will be 
one of the greatest events in the 
history of American boyhood. It 
will bring together more than 25,- 
000 boys of every state in the 
nation and from 24 foreign lands 
for 10 days of camping together, 
pageants, excursions and fellow¬ 
ship at their .350-acre "tented 
city” on both banks of the Poto¬ 
mac river. 

"Today, In many communities of 
the county," Warden Lawes said, 
“boys are preparing to go to this 
great Jamboree. But, there will 
be countless others who, though 
willing and deserving to attend, 
will not be able to do so because 
of economic reasons. Permit me, 
therefore, to make the following 
proposal, which I assure you is 
my own, and not suggested to me 
by the national Boy Scout organi¬ 
zation: 

"May I propose that citizens 
provide the means which will en¬ 
able at least one scout from every 
community to attend the jam¬ 
boree?” 

Warden Lawes feels that in its 
27 years the Boy Scouts of Ameri¬ 
ca has become a vital force in 
American life, having touched the 
lives of more than seven and a 
half million boys and men. He 
disclosed that an impartial survey 
of the Boy Scouts showed that 
while one of every 240 non-Scouts 
was a Juvenile court delinquent, 
only one of every 978 active Scouts 
was a delinquent. 

While he believed It would be 
erroneous to conclude that scouting 
itself accounted for this vast dif¬ 
ference In ratio, there can be no 
doubt he said, that "the favor¬ 
able influence of the Scout move¬ 
ment was to a large extent re¬ 
sponsible. 

"Children usually pattern their 
behavior upon that of someone 
with whom they come in contact, 
and respect. The ideals which are 
instilled in their minds represent 
essential preparation for later 
life. The influence of trained so¬ 
cial leaders is therefore of vast 
importance. I urge as many of 
our citizens who can qualify, to 
take up this task of educating our

TOLEDO, O.—A specific for 
the prevention of peritonitis, one 
of the most recent medical discov¬ 
eries of note, has just been an¬ 
nounced here hy Dr. Bernhard 
Steinberg of Toleda. 

The new specific is called “bac- 
trogen” and injected into the 
patients’ body .several hours before 
a contemplated operation. In ef¬ 
fect it is said to stimulate the pro¬ 
duction of white corpuscles in the 
blood stream, nature’s anti-toxin 
brigades which are said to destroy 
the virus of peritonitis. 

If, after proper trial and experi¬ 
mentation, it is found that bactro- 
gen fills the bill, a supply will be 
carried by hospital corpsmen of 
the U. S. Army to be administered 
to wounded on the field of battle 
in event of war in much the same 
manner as the present anti-tetanus 
serum is given. 

According to Dr. Steinberg, the 
new serum is the most effective 
means yet devised for combating 
the growth and spread of periton¬ 
itis. the most dreaded complication 
in field-hospital operations. 


Booster Says City to 
Double Population

It is the year 1947. Many 
changes have taken place in Ana¬ 
heim in the past 10 years. Changes, 
that is, in appearance and in the 
number of persons living there. 
But Anaheim itself will never 
change. It still remains a little 
city, not far from a busy metro¬ 
politan center, but an entity to 
itself where the spirit of the hardy 
German folk who established it 
nearly a century ago still is found 
in the industrious, home-loving res¬ 
idents. 

What has caused the physical 
changes in Anaheim in the past 10 
years? Let us go back awhile to 
the year 1937 and recall the city 
as it was then. 

Anaheim Today 

Anaheim was then a city of 
about 12,000 persons, surrounded 
by prosperous citrus groves, in¬ 
comes from which provided the 
life-blood for the thriving busi¬ 
ness hou.sc3.

Time Advances 

it is the year 1947. Anaheim 
has changed.

Nearly 20,000 per¬ 
sons now call Anaheim home. The 
business district is larger, even 
more thriving. 

Again, what has caused these 
changes ? 

Anaheim has grown because of 
a well-planned, well-executed pro¬ 
gram of advertising. Ten years 
ago civic leaders saw and compre¬ 
hended the progress of industries 
in Los Angeles. They .saw these 
industries moving into the south¬ 
eastern part of the metropolis. 
They knew the adva.itages of Ana- 
helm as a residential community. 

Easy Commuting 

They saw the east with which 
executives and junior executives i 
of the.se industries and other in- j 
dustrles yet to come would be 
able to commute between their 
hemes in Anaheim and their busi- 
ne.sses in Los Angeles. They saw 
that these people could add to the 
life of the community in business, 
civic affairs and social affairs. 
They put their vision to work with 
definite results. 

New subdivisions have been 
opened up and new. modern and 
beautiful homes have been built 
in them. Older sections of the 
town have been modernized and 
beautified. Anaheim has become 
a city of homes, the residents not 
.so dependent upon the still ompor- 
tant citrus indu.stry as they were. 

Park (’om[ileted 

The new park on the northern 
edge of the city which was beiiig 
planned 10 years ago is now com¬ 
plete and is one of the prides (# 
the city. Few cities in Southern 
California have two finer places 
of recreation and relaxation than 
has Anaheim. 

The water and flood control 
piobtons have been .solved, bring¬ 
ing with the solution even more 
prosperity to the citrus orchard- 
ists. 

Thus is Anaheim in 1947.

The Journal in its courteous of¬ 
fer of space for an article on Or¬ 
ange, suggested a difficult topic, 
“Orange, Ten Years From To¬ 
day.” This of necessity forces the 
writer into the role of prophet and 
prophecy, that in these days of na¬ 
tional uncertainty, po.ssihly may 
go far a.stray. 

The condition of the average 
community 10 years from today 
will depend upon the condition of 
America. Should this counrry go 
fascist or .should it go commur.i.st, 
there may be a very tlifferent 
story to tell from that of Ameri¬ 
ca and the American town during 
the past 10 years of our national 
history. With individual initiative 
destroyed, with the rights of prop¬ 
erty curtailed or entirely abol¬ 
ished, sad, indeed, would be the 
fate of Orange and the many 
thousand similar communities 
throughout the nation. 

lAJok at Past 

As an incurable optimi.st, the 
writer refuses to be'ieve that such 
will befall this country. There is 
a basic independence of charaeicr 
in the American man and woman, 
and upon this trait America can 
well depend. Believing this, the 
rea.sonahle way to judge the fu¬ 
ture of Orange is by looking at its 
past. 

In 1910 its residents numbcreil 
2920. Ten years later the popula¬ 
tion was 4S34 and in 1930 had 
reached ROO.'i, thus almost dou¬ 
bling in number during each of the 
decades mentioned. 

.Since 1930 the increase has been 
much below normal. .Now that the 
depression is over, the only ob¬ 
stacle in the way of a return to 
the former rapid growth is the in¬ 
ability to find home.s in which to 
live. It is rea.sorable to heiievo 
that population increase will con¬ 
tinue as in the past, and that the 
next 10 years will .see ai 'iind l.-i.- 
000 resident-s, so then we estimate 
a community twice as large as the 
pre.sent. 

In 1910 Orange had no indus¬ 
trial city. It is not an indii.'i- 
trial city nor will it ever be, but 
there are estahli.shed here the Ana¬ 
conda Wire and Gable company, 
The Great Western Cordage coiii- 
pany, and .some smaller lines of 
nianiifaeturing. The two meii- 
ticneil are first In tlnur cla.ss in 
California. In common with other 
Orange county coiiimiinitles. Or¬ 
ange in all probability will add 
a number more of desirable indie- 
tries. In fact the next 10 .vears 
nhoiild see marked iniliistnal in¬ 
crease in this county, .‘tpaee will 
not permit detailing the rea.sons 
for this belief. 

Orange has always te en kn .'Wn 
as an agri'iiltiiral coinmunuy 
There are four citrus packing 
hou.ses and two walnut pack eg 
h'uses within the city limit.s .ir. l 
several others wdihin a dnCanre 
of three miles. This number is not 
apt to increase. In l.e t the next 
10 years [.robably will, and i er- 
tainly should, n.aik a dierease ir 
citrus acreage. High profits from 
orarigi*s arnl lemruis during rears 
jiast has resulted in tree plantui.e;: 
wdiere citrus never should have 
been attempted. Much "f thw 
acreage, within thi- next lo years, 
will !«■ abandoned and pul to oth¬ 
er ii.srus. However, the result will 
not mean less, bir rather more 
profit to well inanageil orehar'is 
or. good soil; theielore, (irar.ge 
should lose nothing tjf its pr-e.sent 
advantage in tills particular.

It 
naturally follows, therefore, that 
the higher the standard of our 
legislative bodies, the higher stand¬ 
ard of our laws. 

Real Purposes 

It must be admitted that an 
artisan can do his work with 
greater success than the unskilled 
workman, and vice versa. Hence, 
if we desire laws to conform to 
the ideals of municipalities, men 
who are in accord with these 
sentiments mu.st be elected. Too 
many members of the legislative 
body lose sight of the real pur¬ 
poses for which they have been 
elected. 

They have uppermost, in their 
minds, three things; first, they 
feel that they mu.st pass some law. 
no matter what it is, ju.st to show 
the folks back home that they 
are on the job and that they are 
recognized. Many times It is .some 
law with which an Individual legis¬ 
lator has been vexed in the past, 
or it may be a statute to regulate 
some cherished hobby he has 

nur. scd for years. 

Secondly, he longs to urge the 

pas. sage of some bill for the pur¬ 
pose of getting newspaper notor¬ 
iety. Wiien he introduces such a 
mea.sure. he does not expect to get 
it pa.sscd. The bill may also be 
introduced for political designs 
only, and will be u.sed, while on 
the oalendar, for trading purposes. 
All legislation is more or leas a 
trading proposition. In other 
words, one legislator says to an¬ 
other. “You support my bill and 
I will support your pet measure.” | 

Other proposed bills are those 
that are introduced for the pur- 
po.se of a “shakedown" of the tax¬ 
payers, which Include, among 
other things, bills for the appoint- I 
meet of investigating committees 
■to function during the interim be- j 
tween the sessions, at the tax¬ 
payers’ expense. Many of these 
committees are suppo.sed to inves¬ 
tigate the matters which are of 
no concern to the legislature, md i 
come under the jurisdiction of the j 
attorney general or district attor¬ 
ney. 

Future Problematleal 

Considering all oi these things, 
who can toll "what will be the 
future of law”? 

California has been a state for ! 
87 years, and each .session of the ' 
legi-slature passes enough bills to ' 
fill a book nearly as large as I 
Webster’s Dictionary, most of j 
which are "pet measures” of .some I 
member for self-aggrandizement 
only. Every .session of the legi.s- 
lature passes new laws on the sub¬ 
jects of agriculture, the control 
and operation of banks, corpo-a- 
tions, schools, elections, fish and ■ 
game, highways, insurance, motor] 
vehicles, municipal corporations, ’ 
taxation, water and water courses, 1 
any many minor questions. 

It may be well asked, "When 
will they get the laws in such 
shape so that one can tell what 
the law is. and not try to solve the 
que.stion hy guessing 'what is the 
future of law?” 

When a legi.slaturc will pa.ss 
such laws as making it unlawful 
for a hotel to have sheets less tnan 
nine feet long, and another if a 
hotel serves its trade with .soda 
biscuits, they must be at least 
three incheS in diameter, and wo 
inches thick; another state making 
it a felony for its inhabitants to 
cat live snakes, while still another 
makes it unlawful for a person to 
permit two mosquitoes to breed 
on his property, let me ask you, 
"Do you think when the voting 
public elected tho.se members of 
the legislature, they knew che 
future of the law?” This is why 
I say the subject cannot be 
answered.

One chart showed results 
of 339,000 pure-chance test.s. the 
other of 117,000 tests planned to 
involve a possible element of men¬ 
tal telepathy or clairvoyance. 

These charts, he said, are so 
similar it is impossible to tell 
which results were obtained 
through chance and which through 
human concentiation. 

To test clairvoyance Prof. Hig- 
ginson placed face downward 
2,5 playing cards each inscribed 
with one of five groups of sym- 
bol.s. The subject was allowed 
seven minute.s’ concentration be¬ 
fore trying to identify the hidden 
symbol. 

In the test for telepathy the 
student attempted to name the

Costa mesa of today is the un¬ 
folding of a dream of the late 
Stephen Townsend, who was one 
of the most important characters 
in the building of Pasadena and 
Long Beach. Almost 20 years ago 
Stephen Townsend believed that 
the mesa above Newport bay was 
destined to be the site of one of 
the future great cities of the Pa¬ 
cific coast. His keen foresight 
showed him its great possibilities, 
and he backed up his faith by pur¬ 
chasing a large tract of land, and 
laying out the frst acreage sub¬ 
divisions of what i.s now the main 
part of Costa Mesa. 

Townsend visualized the crea¬ 
tion of a fine harbor in Newport 
bay, stretching for miles along the 
east and south shores of the level 
tableland upon which Costa Mesa 
is situated, and the business and 
commerce that would result. He 
developed a water supply, planted 
trees and proved that the soil and 
climatic conditions were ideal for 
many of the things that have 
made Southern California famous. 

Decade of Growth 

Now let us turn to some of the 
things that have been done in the 
last 10 yeavB that have been, or 
will be vital in their effect on Cos- 
tfi Mesa. 

In 1928 the Costa Mesa Com¬ 
munity church was built at a cost 
of more than $35,000. During 
1929 and 1930 the Newport Har¬ 
bor Union High school district was 
organized and $410,000 voted and 
spent for the high school plant. In 
1934 Harbor boulevard was wid¬ 
ened to three lanes and reopened. 

Local streets are all hard sur¬ 
faced, and the completion of Man¬ 
chester boulevard has greatly cut 
driving time from the city. 

There has been a steady in¬ 
crease in population since the 
town was founded, d.espito the de¬ 
pression. At present there are 
about 4500 people centering in this 
region. Our grade school has 
about 700 pupils, and there are

Think Milky Glow Between 
Stars Illuminated Dust 


AUSTIN, Tex. -A 


faint milky 
glow which envelops all the dark 
spaces between the stars in the 
galactic zone of the .solar system 
has been recently discovered by 
the McDonald Observatory of the 
University of Texas here, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Otto Struve, director. 

The interesting discovery is the 
re.sult of three years of work of 
Dr. Struve. Dr. C. T. Elvery and 
F. E. Roach on top of Mount 
Loche in the Davis mountains in 
Texas. A photo-electric photo¬ 
meter was u.sed by the discoverers. 

The ’’galactic light” discovered 
a' Mount Ixicne had been predict¬ 
ed .several years ago by Dr. 
•Struve. His .studies had indicated 
that the univer.se i.s filled with a 
fine dust which i.s faintly illumi¬ 
nated by the combined light of all 
the stars as a band of fog may 
be illuminated by the lights of a 
city. The ooservational results 


are in complote agicement with 
hi.', theory. 

Further observations will be 
made when the 82-ineh pyrox re¬ 
flector is complete,' which is now 
expected to take place .some time 
in the summer.

Secretary Charts Next Ten Years Through Survey 
Of Past Achievements tor Ranchers 
Of This County 


Nearly 30 years of successful 
service in the laundry business is 
the record which belongs to the 
Sanitary Laundry of Fullerton. 
A. W. Cleaver, co-proprietor of the 
firm, launched his career in the 
laundry business in 1878 in the 
Munger laundry of Chicago, oper¬ 
ated and owned by his father. 
Cleaver was then 18 years old. 

In 1882 the first Chicago Laun¬ 
dry Owners association was 
formed, and Cleaver, then mana¬ 
ger of the Munger laundry, was 
one of its charter members, and 
instrumental in its founding. 

In 1888 he and his father built 
a new plant, the first in Chicago, 
he believed, to have been put up 
exclusively for laundry purposes. 
This was operated by him and his 
brother, Bert, until 1900, when it 
combined with 25 other plants to 
form the Sanitary Laundry com¬ 
pany. 

Cleaver later left Chicago for 
Los Angeles, where he established 
Cleaver’s Laundry. After selling 
this concern to Monger’s he spent 
the next few years in real estate 
activity, before founding the Ex¬ 
celsior Laundry, in San Diego. 

This he sold, and following the 
World war, in which he served as 
a laundry expert in the quarter¬ 
master’s corps, he came to Fuller¬ 
ton, where he bought his present 
plant, the Sanitary Laundry.

Farm Hiirej 

The Farm Bureau during the 
next 10 years will be pretty much 
the same organisation that it is 
today with more of the rough 
edges rounded off through the eg- 
pi rienee and hard knocks of eveiy 
day life. 

We arrive at this conclusion he- 
eause the Farm Bineau is a fam¬ 
ily organisation. It is eompo.sed 
of men, women and children. Its 
policies aie haseil upon the broad 
foundation of ."crv'ce. Its exist¬ 
ence ilepends upon its ability to 
wield the farm family Into a co¬ 
ordinated cooperating unit, seek¬ 
ing to make the farm home a bet¬ 
ter place in which to live ai d to 
help to provide conditions so that 
the farm income will be ample to 
maintain an American standarrl of 
living upon the farm.s of Orange 
county and throughout the nati .n. 

The Orange County Farm Bu¬ 
reau was organised in the fail of 
1917 and will be 20 years old on 
Oct. 6. The following excerpts 
from a statement of policy adopt¬ 
ed upon its organization shows the 
broad precepts which have guirled 
It during these perilous and diffi¬ 
cult 20 years. 

.American Ideals 

"The Orange County Farm Bu¬ 
reau stands for that which is best 
li, American agriculture believing 
in an equal chance for all, special 
privileges for none, justice and op¬ 
portunity without distinction or 
consitieratlon of personnel, society 
or political position or religions. 
We declare that to attain these 
things our objectives are first edu¬ 
cational. second, economic, an.i 
third, patriotic. We are not in¬ 
terested in the efficiency of their 
administration. We declare the 
Farm Bureau to he an adequate 
Instrument through which Infor¬ 
mation affecting legislation and 
administration of public policies 
may be gathered or di.sbiir.sed and 
that we recommend more atten¬ 
tion be paid to the .science of gov¬ 
ernment. 

"We recognize that agriculture 
Is the foundation of the nation 
ard through advancement of its 
relative eeonomic status we will 
strive to [ueserve for human so¬ 
ciety the native values of rural 
life. We declare the Farm Bureau 
Is not a eommereial organization 
anil .should eneoiirage hut not It- 
s* if engage in the hiiying or sidl¬ 
ing of eommodities and by reason 
of being a r.on-seeret, non-politiral 
and non-seeret.arian organization

In .short he becomes a 
part and a cooperative unit in the 
greatest farm organization which 
the world has ever .seen. 

He gets an organization which 
has developed a definite program 
and has attained a record of -ac¬ 
complishments in a few short 
.years which has placed agriculture 
on the way toward equality with 
other orciipatior.s.' 

The greatest service which the 
Farm Bureau offers to farmers is 
the opportunity to serve them- 
.si-lves. In the final analysis the 
Farm Bureau is only on agency of 
the members. Its policies are 
formulated by the members and 
are carried to conclusion by the 
work of the members. 

The Work Ahead 

Orange county agriculture is 
carried on very largely by farm 
families who own their own homes. 
The farmers likewise have .a large 
investment estimated on present 
valuation approximately to be 
J175,000.9fj0. The system of mar¬ 
keting farm crops employed by the 
farmers of this county Is at the 
very forefront of the beat methods 
employed in the distribution of 
farm prndiiets any place in the 
world. The scientific, methods of 
production, harvesting and nre- 
parting for market have no peers 
anywhere. The .school system in 
rural Orange county, the highway 
system, the public utilities, the 
machinery emnloyed are tests to 
the aggressiveness as well as the 
public spiritedness and the finan¬ 
cial stability of rural Orange ' 
county. 

Being a progressive farm pen-1 
pie, it is to be expected that the j 
Orange county farm bureau would 
in itself be recognized as an ag¬ 
gressive, active, functioning or¬ 
ganization. .So looking ahead dur¬ 
ing the next 10 years, we believe j 
that this organization will main¬ 
tain its broad fundamental poli¬ 
cies. will charge them to suit 
i'l-.anged conditions through the 
yeai H and in order to serve the j 
nee.is of its members through this 
[s riod of great change. 

One of the great privileges of, 
living in a free democracy like the 
United States is the privilege of 
each citizen to work out his own 
destiny. Farmers are awakening 
throughout the ration to the faet 
that this applies to them, and that 
It is a privilege for a farmer to 
take part in the betterment of his 
industry and thus help hi.s neigh¬ 
bors to im.prove the status of agri- 
eiiltiire in the eeonomic system of 
this great country. The farm bii- 
ri HU is the agency through which 
the farmers of America arc seek¬ 
ing to accomplish these things.

Many 
groves may be pruned at this time 
That ' in groves where the damage 
w'as more severe pruning should be 
put off until a later date. This is 
the policy of the officials of the 
company anti the results undoubt¬ 
edly will be satisfactory.

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SYMBOL OF PROGRESS 
IN AGRICULTURE 


The march of progress has 
brought new methods to ag¬ 
riculture. Where years ago 
grew cactus and sagebrush, 
now grow green citrus trees, 
laden with golden oranges. 
With the development of 
new ideas, which came with 
visions of future prosperity 
and industrious pursuit of 
modern farming methods, 
came a gradual shift in pro¬ 
ducts of farm lands in Or¬ 
ange county. Cattle and 
sheep dominated the agricul¬ 
tural picture in the early 
days. Then the picture 
changed to farm products, 
and expanded into raising of 
grain, alfalfa, beans, sugar 
beets and orchard crops. 
These pictures were taken 
by Manager W. B. Hellis of 
the Irvine ranch on the 
Irvine company property. 


At the left in the upper pic¬ 
ture are shown two big mod¬ 
ern ti-actors which are used 
on the extensive Irvine farm 
lands. To the right and at 
the top is a view of the San¬ 
tiago dam, constructed by 
the Irvine company, the 
Carpenter and Serrano water 
companies, where a vast 
quantity of water was stored 
this year. At left below is a 
picture of a number of 
pleasure craft, moored at 
the Irvine company boat 
moorings in Newport Har¬ 
bor. Below and to the right 
is a scene showing the ac¬ 
tivity at the commercial salt 
plant on Irvine property 
near the head of upper New- 
fiort Bay. 


The history of Orange county is closely knit with the history of agriculture 
in this county. Progress and the development of farming methods have resulted from 
unending years of research and labor, until now Orange county ranks at the top of 
the list in counties of the nation regarding variety and value of agricultural products. 

Spread over a considerable part of the fine farming land of the county is 
the great Irvine ranch, the history of which reflects the development of this area. 
The Irvine ranch property is probably the most historical farming land in this section. 
It originally was part of a Spanish grant, later passing into the hands of William 
Wolfskin in 1860. Mr. Wolfskill was one of the first Americans to settle In the Los 
Angeles area. 

Mr. Wolfskill purchased the rancho Lomas de Santiago from Don Teodosio 
Yorba in 1860. Later he sought out heirs of the Yorba and Peralta families and 
bought their interests in the Rancho Santiago de Santa Ana. The next change in own¬ 
ership of the historic old Spanish land grants came when Mr. Wolfskill sold his inter¬ 
ests, the Lomas de Santiago and his share in the Santiago de Santa Ana, to Flint, BIx- 
by and Company. 

Th is change of ownership came just as court commissioners were dividing 
up the old Santiago de Santa Ana. As a re suit of the final adjustment, Flint, BIxby and 
Company was allowed a strip a mile wide running the full length of the southeast line 
of the rancho. In settlement of Its rights as purchasers from Mr. Wolfskill of the 
rights secured by him in 1860. 

Flint, BIxby and Company had also become owners of the Rancho San 
Joaquin through purchase from Don Jose Sepulveda, the grantee from the Mexican 
government. Records show that with the Rancho Lomas de Santiago, the Rancho San 
Joaquin and the mile-wide strip from the Rancho Santiago de Santa Ana, the com¬ 
pany was in possession of what afterward became the property of the Irvine com¬ 
pany of today. In which James Irvine and his family are the owners. 

One of the men Interested in Flint, Bixby and Company was James Irvine, 
who had come to this section from San Francisco and who was the father of the 
present James Irvine. He secured by purchase and by deeds in 1868 and 1876 the 
complete ownership of the property. 

As a young man when the present James Irvine came Into the property, it 
was largely a sheep ranch, covered with cactus and sagebrush. His dreams of de¬ 
veloping this property Into the modern and complete ranch that it now Is have been 
fulfilled. 

While the span of years has brought but few changes In the ownership of 
the ranch property, changes in the complexion of the land have come swiftly. A grad¬ 
ual development brought increasing numbers of cattle and a correspondingly de¬ 
creasing number of sheep on the grazing land. 

At this time it became apparent to Mr. Irvine that the successful develop¬ 
ment of the farming property would be better accomplished with crops grown in the 
rich soil. This change in policy soon resulted In the growing of grain becoming the 
most important activity on the ranch. 

Water has played a most important part In the history of the county, and 
in the case of the Irvine ranch the same condition prevailed. As a certain amount of 
water began to be pumped on the farm land, considerable area was given over to 
raising of alfalfa. Then came more important crops, including lima and blackeye 
beans, which now rank as major field crops ©f the county. 


I ne TirsT orenara crops pianTea on The irvine ranch were put in during the 
I890's, when the old walnut orchard and some olive trees were set out. Shortly after 
this time citrus growing came Into the agricultural picture, until now the raising and 
marketing of oranges and lemons constitutes the biggest end of the farm business. 
In fact, the Irvine ranch Is believed to be one of the (if not the largest) citrus produc¬ 
ing properties In the world. The development of the property In regard to raising 
citrus fruits was coincident with the further development of pumping water. 

Through modern methods of communication, the Irvine ranch Is In touch 
with most of the principal markets of the country to facilitate marketing of products 
sold through channels other than those handied by cooperative marketing organiza¬ 
tions. Large warehouses are maintained at Irvine station for grading and processing 
of beans and grain. There are on the property four citrus packing plants, as well as 
numerous vegetable packing sheds. 

There Is considerable acreage on the Irvine ranch set out to truck crops. 
Sugar beet growing is one of the most important of the various crops raised on the 
ranch. There still are large numbers of cattle and sheep, and the ranch raises Its own 
horses. 

Headquarters for the ranch for many years was on what Is known as the 
old ranch, near the head of Newport Bay. The big old ranchhouse Is situated near 
the old Sepulveda adobe, which now Is gone. The original headquarters buildings 
were erected in I860, and the main building was one of the first frame buildings In 
this section, the lumber being hauled from old Anaheim LandInq. 


The ranch property includes a considerable area fronting on Newport Bay. 
Three dockages have been built by the company to house pleasure craft. Some of 
the finest boats In the big pleasure harbor dock at these moorings. 

One of the most recent activities of the ranch company Is the commercial 
production of salt at the plant In upper Newport Bay. The salt Is produced from the 
ocean water. 

Some of the most beautiful and scenic land of the county Is Included in the 
ranch property. The Irvine Park, comprising 160 acres of wooded land, canyons and 
streams, was the gift of Mr. Irvine to the county. This big and attractive park Is the 
mecca for thousands of persons who find pleasure and recreation there each week. 

The most recent development and enterprise of the Irvine ranch company 
is the Bay Shores subdivision. This tract Is located between the Coast highway and 
Lido Isle and the channel. It consists of some 225 lots, having two private beaches, 
recreational facilities and the property is accessible to two boat moorings. It is 
a high-class development, with architectural and other restrictions. 

Initial development by the Irvine company of the first unit of Bay Shores 
affords desirable and exclusive residential, boating, fishing, swimming and other rec¬ 
reational facilities to business and professional people seeking peace and quiet. 
Bay Shores commands an unobstructed view of Laguna Hills and magnificent New¬ 
port Yacht Harbor. The property is being laid out with curving, hard-surface drives, 
with concrete curbs and modern utilities. It is landscaped with trees, shrubs and flow¬ 
ers. Bay Shores will have a recreational center for tennis, badminton and other 
sports. There are no city taxes on the property.
